Many things have happened in recent weeks 
to hurt Maryland racing in the eyes of other 
sections of the country. Even here at home it 
is a little difficult to understand all the charges, 
counter-charges—all the wheels within wheels 
which mark the Bowie organization. And from 
a distance, there is no doubt that the publicity 
attendant upon the developments has given out¬ 
siders the impression that Maryland tracks can¬ 
not operate themselves successfully, let alone face 
the strong competition in surrounding states. 

Roughly the steps in the Bowie mix-up go 
something like this. An election was held at 
which John W. Farrell was replaced as presi¬ 
dent by Josephine O’Hara. Going out of office 
with Farrell was Howard Pierce, reportedly the 
largest individual stockholder in the track. 

Having sought an injunction to prevent the 
election, Farrell and Pierce succeeded only to 
have the injunction modified to permit the elec¬ 
tion but giving them the right to protest, which 
they did. 

Meanwhile, the Racing Commission held a 
hearing at which certain charges were made 
against the Bowie management and some of 
them were referred to the state’s attorney of 
Prince George’s county in which the track is 
located. Also the Commission indicated that it 
would not license Bowie if certain officials 
remained in office. 

At this stage the whole matter got into court 
and in view of the circumstances and that the 
racing season was rapidly approaching, the court 
appointed Magruder as receiver so that he could 
apply for dates and attend to other business 
connected with getting the track ready for its 
meeting. 

Later the stockholders were given a chance to 
vote on participating in the purchase of Havre 
de Grace, with Laurel and Pimlico, but they 
turned down the chance and the receiver was 
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ordered not to buy into Havre de Grace. 

Thus the schedule for the year was arranged, 
giving Bowie its normal allotment of 25 days 
and letting the other two tracks split 75 days. 

Laurel, making its bow under the manage¬ 
ment of the family of Morris Schapiro, who 
purchased the course last fall from the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club, has listed five stakes for its 
24 days and indications point to a good opening 
meet for the State. 

The track will offer the Capitol Handicap, 
$7,500 at six furlongs on opening day, Friday, 
March 23, and follow up the next day with 
the Cherry Blossom, a new six-furlong dash for 
three-year-olds, also worth $7,500. 

Saturday, March 31, will bring the Maryland 
Handicap, $15,000 added, at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth and Saturday, April 7, is the date set 
for the Laurel Stakes, six furlongs, for three- 
year-olds and worth $7,500. 

The Chesapeake Stakes, for many years a top 
spring three-year-old fixture when run at Havre 
de Grace, will be transferred to Laurel this year 
and is set for Saturday, April 14, three weeks 
prior to the running of the Kentucky Derby. 
The Chesapeake has been given an endowment 
of $20,000 and is to be contested at the usual 
mile and a sixteenth distance. 

The Preakness already has been set for Satur¬ 
day, May 19, two weeks after the Derby and 
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Pimlico*s Presidents; Harry A. Parr, III, left, 
who last month turned over the reins to Gen¬ 
eral Milton A. Reckord.

Four of the five leading riders in Maryland 
during 1950 are expected to see action, this 
group including Joe Culmone, Augustino 
Catalano, Ronnie Nash and William Downs. 

Last spring. Laurel averaged $728,548 per day 
in the wagering and drew an average attendance 
of 11,485, this being an increase over the previ¬ 
ous fall meeting when attendance averaged 
9,505 and betting $617,619. In view of in¬ 
creased play at Tropical, Hialeah and Gulfstream, 
as well as at the Fair Grounds in New Orleans 
to say nothing of a banner meeting conducted 
at nearby Charles Town, it will be no surprise if 
Laurel’s session proves a highly successful one. 

Bowie's New Officials 

M. Hampton Magruder, court-appointed Re¬ 
ceiver of the Southern Maryland Agricultural 
Association, has announced a number of appoint¬ 
ments to the staff of the Bowie track. As Execu¬ 
tive Assistant, and representative of the Receiver 
in charge of operations will be Major Goss L. 
Stryker, successful operator of Laurel under the 
Butler regime, longtime officer of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, and operator of 
the Springfield Farm at Timonium where he 
has bred racehorses for three decades. 

The former popular Superintendent and 
Assistant Manager of Havre de Grace, James P. 
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( Mr. Jimmy) Ross, has been appointed General 
Manager, a post he is well equipped to fill. 
Charles J. McLennan will take over the duties 
of Racing Secretary, a job held by his father, 
"Little Joe” McLennan for many years. This 
gives McLennan all three of Maryland’s mile 
tracks this spring. Joe Blimline, long well- 
known in the mutuel departments of the state s 
tracks, will serve at Bowie as Mutuel Manager. 

Pimlico's Spring Plans 

A policy providing for a minimum daily aver¬ 
age purse distribution without a specified mini¬ 
mum value for a single race has been worked 
out by the Maryland Jockey Club in conjunction 
with Laurel Race Course, and with the coopera¬ 
tion of the American Trainers’ Association, the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion, and the Maryland Racing Commission. 
This was made known by Maj. Gen. Milton A. 
Reckord, President of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
sponsors of racing at Pimlico which opens a 
19-day meeting on May 5th. 

"The intent of the plan,” explained Reckord, 
"is to establish a practical basis of rewarding 
the better horses with higher purses. It will 
not shut out the inferior horses, but we hope 
to attract the better horses and in general raise 
the standards of racing at Pimlico. The horse¬ 
men and the Racing Commission have been 
exceedingly cooperative in helping us work out 
the plan.” 

The total guaranteed distribution in overnight 
purses for the 19-day meeting will be $399,000 
and the fine stakes offerings total another $122,- 
500. The complete distribution in stakes and 
purses will be $521,500. 

At the same time, the Maryland Jockey Club 
announced that the daily programs for the 
Spring Meeting would include two-year-old 
races including one maiden event, and in addi¬ 
tion, at least one race limited to fillies and mares. 
An effort will be made to card only one sprint 
race daily for older horses. Emphasis will be 
made on races over a distance of ground in the 
belief that more sustained action is better en¬ 
tertainment and better proof of a Thorough¬ 
breds speed and stamina. 

General Reckord said that starting with the 
Spring Meeting there would be no more six 
furlong races. For many years, he pointed out, 
there has been concern over the danger of starts 
from the six-furlong chute which extends in 
elbow fashion off the straightaway of the back- 
stretch. 

"This has long been a source of jamming with 
the constant risk of fatal spills. From now on. 


we will run sprint races for older horses at th^ ; I 
five-furlong distance. This will permit a straigh^ f 
run from the starting gate down the backstretcn ^ 
with plenty of time for horses to gain a sar^ ; 
position before reaching the far turn.” 

In discussing the two-year-old races and th^ ; 
daily filly or mare event, Janon Fisher, Jr., vic^ | 
president of Pimlico and an owner-trainef' | 
breeder, voiced high hope of enhancing | 
calibre of racing. 1 

"The Maryland Jockey Club,” said Fisher, | 
sincere in its desire to put on the best racing | 
which it can afford, realizing that good racing | 
will be conducive to better attendance and | 
turn to better business. We believe the en' | 
couragement of two-year-old racing, more ^ t J 
and mare events, longer distance events, ^in 
fewer sprint races all contribute in an important 
way to making more interesting racing. 

"Better purses for better horses is the most ' 
effective way to get the better horses. A hors^ u 
worth $10,000 should earn, or at least have tb^ ■ 
opportunity of earning, more than a horse wortn ■ 
only $2,500. That is not now the case. || 

"We hope and believe that the stables fitting |j

money. The name Black Eyed Susan was selected 
because it is a blanket of these flowers which 
drapes the back of the Preakness winner and, 
also, it is the official State flower of Maryland 
and has a particular identification with racing 
at Pimlico. 

The other highlight of the stakes program 
announced by General Reckord was the schedul¬ 
ing of the Dixie Handicap, Pimlico’s and Mary¬ 
land’s oldest stakes event, for Saturday, May 5 th, 
opening day of the 19-day Spring Meeting. This 
will carry $25,000 in added money, representing 
an increase of $5,000 over the 1950 renewal. 

Steeplechasers in returning to Pimlico after 
an absence of a year, will find a lucrative oppor¬ 
tunity in the re-establishment of the Jervis 
Spencer Steeplechase Handicap, a two-mile in¬ 
field event with $7,500 in added money, to be 
run on Friday, May 11th. 

The 19-day meeting will close on Saturday, 
May 26, with the Havre de Grace Breeders’ 
Stakes for two-year-old colts and fillies at 4?^ 
furlongs and with an endowment of $5,000. 

The Dixie, the Black Eyed Susan, and the 
Jervis Spencer will close for nominations on 
Monday, April 16. This same date also marks 
the supplementary closing of the Preakness 
Stakes, with each entry being named at that 
time assessed a fee of $2,250. The Havre de 
Grace Breeders’ Stakes closed last September. 

Laurel Transportation 

Special train service for the 24-day race meet¬ 
ing at Laurel has been announced by the Balti¬ 
more & Ohio Railroad, whose main line runs 
directly through the track property. The B. & O. 
has passenger platforms just opposite the main 
entrance to the track. 

From Philadelphia, there will be one well- 
equipped train daily. It will leave Philadelphia 
at 10.25 A.M. each morning, stopping at 
Chester, Pa., at 10:40; at Wilmington, Del., at 
10:55; at Newark, Del., at 11:10; at Aberdeen, 
Md. at 11:40; and will reach the Laurel station 
at 12:40 P.M. 

On week-days, except Wednesday, this train 
will consist of a diner, a coffee shoppe car and 
eight coaches. Wednesdays, the number of 
coaches will be increased to 10 and on Satur¬ 
days there will be 11 coaches, plus the diner 
and the coffee shoppe car. 

From Washington, D. C., there will be two 
race trains daily during the meeting. The first 
will leave Union Station at 11:40 A.M. and reach 
the track at 12:05 P.M. The second leaves 
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Washington at 12:35 P.M. and gets to Laurel 
at 1:00 P.M. With the exception of Saturdays, 
each train will consist of six coaches. On Satur¬ 
days, the size of the second train will be doubled. 

There will be one race special out of Balti¬ 
more, leaving Mount Royal Station at 12:20 
P.M. each day, with a stop at Camden Station 
at 12:25 P.M. and reaching the track at 12:50 
P.M. Nine coaches will make up the Baltimore 
train on week-days and the number of cars will 
be increased to 12 on Saturdays. 

Other transportation will be available for the 
meeting for special busses will operate out of 
both Baltimore and Washington. For the motor¬ 
ist, Laurel provides parking space for some 6,000 
automobiles and new arrangements for handling 
traffic, both before and after the races, have 
speeded up the process of moving large crowds 
in a minimum of time. 

Post time for the spring meeting at Laurel 
will be 1:30 P.M. daily, with double sales closing 
15 minutes earlier. 

Maryland-bred Rules of Racing 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
has received a number of enquiries recently 
relative to both the payment of the Breeder’s 
Bonus and eligibility to race in Maryland-bred 
races. To clarify the position we again print the 
rules of the Maryland Racing Commission deal¬ 
ing with these matters. It is pointed out that 
a horse is bred where it is foaled and the breeder 
is the owner of the dam at the time the horse 
in question was foaled. 

Rewards to Breeders—Maryland-Bred Rules 

106. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered 
with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. To 
qualify for such registration the said horse must have 
been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, in addi¬ 
tion, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or 
one who maintains his breeding stock continually 
in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce 
of a mare covered in Maryland the previous season, 
or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered 
by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said 
foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The 
breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of 
foaling. 

(b) Any ownef or breeder may appeal from 
the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion to register a horse under this rule to the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, and the decision of the 
Commission shall be final. 

107. Each applicant awarded a license to conduct 
a race meeting at any mile track within the State of 
Maryland, from and after the date of this rule, shall 
by acceptance of such license be deemed to have 
agreed as a condition of the grant thereof that such 


licensee shall within thirty (30) days after expira¬ 
tion of such meeting, pay to the breeder of each 
horse winning each race at such meeting, if said horse 
was foaled in the State of Maryland, and is duly 
registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, and the race is not limited to Maryland Bred 
Horses, as follows: 

In each race in which the value of the purse to the 
winner is $2,500.00 or less, two hundred and fifty dol¬ 
lars ($250.00); in all races in which the value of the 
purse to the winner is more than $2,500.00, five 
hundred dollars ($500.00); provided, that if thQ 
breeder of any such winning horse shall not be living 
at the time of such race, no such payment shall be 
required, except when the deceased was the owner 
of a farm used at the time of his death in the breed¬ 
ing of Thoroughbred race horses, and the breeding 
of said horses is continued in operation on a basis 
substantially unchanged; and provided further, that 
the sum so to be paid shall not in any case be de- 
duaed from the amount of the purse, nor shall 
be required when the purse includes the award to 
the breeder equal to or greater than the amounts 
above specified, and provided further, that any amount 
so paid shall not be included in estimating the value 
of the race to the winner. 

(a) Each applicant awarded a license to con¬ 
duct a race meeting at any county fair track (called 
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Charles /. McLennan, returning to Laurel ati^ 
Pimlico as Racing Secretary and now slated 
to take over a similar position at Bowie.

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Twenty Minute Delay

While newspaper men were trying, with¬ 
out much real hope, to get it through the heads 
of the Florida Racing Commission that the 
suppression of legitimate wires from the track 
was no sane way to go about stopping book¬ 
making, news came from Maryland that legis¬ 
lation to give this idiocy the force of law was 
in prospect. This is just the sort of thing a 
legislature might pass in a flush of righteous 
indignation. Conceivably it might expand the 
business of the wire service which furnishes 
information to bookmakers, and do correspond¬ 
ing damage to the Associated Press, but then the 
Associated Press isn’t paying off. 

Of all of the protests against the Florida move 
—which, I take it, was made to convince the dirt 
farmers upstate that the powers were alert and 
vigilant and against crime—the most surprising 
was an editorial in the Wall Street Journalj 
which you wouldn’t think interested itself much 
in such affairs. It was a remarkably well-informed 
editorial, too; quite aware that anything which 
happens in front of 18,000 people cannot-be 
kept a secret for twenty minutes, or for any 
minutes, if getting the information out is a 
sufficiently gainful business. Still, when you find 
the wire service and the Wall Street Journal 
aligned, you begin to think you’re confronting 
the powers of both light and darkness. 

At any rate, if any proponents of such legis¬ 
lation in Maryland remain, the racing interests 
there might very well go to them, not with 
argument, but with the plain record of the 
Florida experiment. This record shows that for 
a few days handbooks were a little later than 
usual in getting results and prices, and that after 
a little time for organization business was con¬ 
ducted as usual. The delay in Florida wouldn’t 
have lasted as long as it did except that the 
commission, being somewhat pigheaded, stalled 
to avoid the flat admission that it had been 
wrong. "Stupidity and stubbornness go hand in 
hand,” remarked a docker, making an epigram 
or something. 

My point is that a sane man, particularly with 
the new evidence which resulted from the silly 
business in Florida, could be convinced that a 
delay in releasing information to newspapers 
would have no effect on handbooks, except to 
make them the earliest source of information 
on race results. That ought to be done, before 
the idea gets tossed around in a legislature, 
where almost anything can happen. 


The Hialeah season was thoroughly success- 
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fill from the track s point of view, and 1 suppose 
from the horsemen s as well, since the standardi¬ 
zation of the nine-race program made additional 
racing opportunities, which I am not sure is a 
very good idea. In fact. I’m sure it’s not a good 
idea at all at any track which draws its attend¬ 
ance from people who are living at home. All 
experience shows that it does’nt matter what you 
do to tourists, or else the Seminoles would have 
undisputed possession of Florida. But elsewhere 
the nine-race program has the same effect as 
increasing the number of days of racing—it pulls 
a little too heavily on the horseplayers, and while 
these, too, can stand a great deal, they dry up 
rapidly from lack of money. 

But while Hialeah had an increased attend¬ 
ance and an increased totalisator handle, it cer¬ 
tainly did not have an increase in the quality 
of its horses. The handicap fields just weren t 
much, after you pick out four or five horses, 
and if the three-year-olds had any real quality 
they were very modest about it. I can’t think 
when I’ve seen horses beat each other as aim¬ 
lessly; and in many cases the winner of the bet¬ 
ter three-year-old races, nearly always a sur¬ 
prise, won by a country mile. If a group of 
horses are very close together, it’s logical that 
racing luck, starting position, and other intan¬ 
gibles would cause them to beat each other, be¬ 
cause obviously a horse which beats another a 
head today may quite consistently lose to him 
by that margin a week later. But the Hialeah 
three-year-olds were utterly inconsistent, so I 
do not think they are very good. 

As usual, there were too many spoons in the 
pot. I’m guessing a little at figures here, but 
even a large margin of error won’t affect the 
point. There are approximately 2,500 horses 
stabled at the three Florida tracks, and I’d guess 
that something approaching half of them are 
cheap to moderate sprinters. The result is a 
fantastic number of throw-outs in races for these 
horses, and a trainer really has no idea when he 
will get to run. A horse needs something like 
six ’’starts” before he can be reasonably sure to 
get in, and even that isn’t always enough. So 
nobody can train for a specific race, except a 
stakes or a fair kind of distance race. ’’You just 
keep your horses three-quarters fit and hope they 
get in when they’re close to their best,” Jim 
Fitzsimmons remarked. 

Mr. Fitz, incidentally, thinks he sold a pretty 
good sort of horse in Lone Eagle, which Gustave 
Ring of Washington bought from Belair Stud 
for $35,000. He’s American-bred, being by 
*Isolater-Marigal, by *Sir Gallahad III (that 
doesn’t look very American, at that), but he did

his racing in England until this year, and was 
very good there. He ran a creditable third in his 
first American start, behind Blue Hills and 
Pellicle, and the next time he was fourth, bu^ 
he finished ahead of Pellicle, *Cuore, Gangway, 
and some other fair horses. Next time he was 
third again, to Navy Chief and Gangway, gai^^' 
ing at the end, and after Gangway won the 
McLennan Lone Eagle looked pretty good. 

He was sold in early February, and made his 
first start for Ring on February 10, winning ^ 
rather indifferent sort of race, and getting tip 
just at the end of nine furlongs. On the basis 
of this, though, and Mr. Fitz’s notion that the 
horse was just coming to himself, I thought he 
might do something in the Widener. He was a 
disap|X)intment there, for he ran an even eighd^ 
and finished in that position, beaten about eig^**^ 
lengths without apparent excuse. He was giving 
weight to all the horses ahead of him, except 
Three Rings, but not enough to account for sO 
thorough a defeat. He’s a very handsome aninaal, 
though, and looks worth what he cost. 

The Ring stable had a very good meeting 
Hialeah, and has what is at least a promising 
youngster among its two-year-olds. This is Pr^^" 
Ring, a gray colt by * Mahmoud, bred by i 
John D. Hertz and bought for $13,000 as a f 
yearling. He was second, beaten a nose, in ■ 
first start, and then won his next two. In th^ 
Hialeah Juvenile Stakes he was drawn into th^ 
strongest of the two divisions, and finished thifj^’ » 
beaten about five lengths by Jet Master, easn; 
the best two-year-old on the grounds, and Uni^^^ 
Lady. However, he swerved in and out af^ | 
the start and lost some ground, and was runnii^? I 
again at the end.

Maryland will, as usual, offer its three Satur¬ 
days of timber racing that will be climaxed by 
the 55 th running of the Maryland Hunt Cup on 
April 28. Three Saturdays of hunt racing are 
scheduled for Pennsylvania, with the Whitemarsh 
Valley Hunt opening on May 5. The Radnor 
Hunt will hold its race meeting on the club prop¬ 
erty near Malvern on May 12, and the Rose Tree 
Hunt will stage its 92nd consecutive spring meet¬ 
ing over the famous course near Media on May 
19. 

Theory Retired to Stud in Maryland 

James W. Hechter, of Faddy Farm, Pikes- 
ville, has announced that Walter J. Crismcr, 
himself and one or two other breeders have com¬ 
bined interests to purchase from Calumet Farm 
the four-year-old stallion Theory, by Pensive 
out of No Blues, by Bull Lea, the next dam be¬ 
ing Hope Eternal, by Eternal.

Coming 
from the family of Equipoise on his dam’s side, 
and stemming to Hyperion on the top line, 
Theory ought to be a real addition to Mary¬ 
land’s sire ranks. Announcement of his location 
and fee is expected as soon as the horse arrives 
in Maryland.

What Will NATB Scholarships 
Accomplish? 

The National Association of Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ scholarship program has two objec¬ 
tives. First of all we want to assist farm boys 
in getting a college education. If nothing else 
results, it is worth while to accomplish this 
objective. Second, we want to show that there 
is more to the Thoroughbred industry than a 
window where you can buy a two-dollar mutuel 
ticker. Through our scholarship program we 
hope to acquaint at least a part of the public 
with the fact that behind the two-dollar window 
is a huge farming industry which produces 
Thoroughbreds as part of a diversified farming 
program. This will not be done overnight. We 
are feeling our way in this scholarship program 
but believe it will eventually prove to be a 
worth-while tie between the Thoroughbred 
breeding industry and our fellow farmers 
throughout the country. It will take time and 
several years of scholarship awards to realize 
maximum benefits for the Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try as a whole.

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We selected participants in the Future Farm¬ 
ers of America program for several reasons. We 
could then specify that the scholarships be 
awarded in Colleges of Agriculture. Graduates 
of these schools are more likely to go on into 
work which will eventually help the Thorough¬ 
bred breeding industry. For example, among our 
ten students who started to school this fall on 
NATB scholarships are boys who expect to be 
veterinarians, graduate students in animal hus¬ 
bandry, county agents, etc. Students in agricul¬ 
tural colleges will also fit into our broad pro¬ 
gram which visualizes awards to our best boys 
for graduate study in the fields of veterinary 
medicine and animal husbandry. Considering the 
interests of the Thoroughbred industry as a 
whole, it was thought that we are probably less 
understood (and less appreciated) in rural re¬ 
gions than anywhere else. 

Why F.F.A. Participants? 

Some of our members have asked why the 
scholarships were limited to F.F.A. boys and 
why 4-H Clubs were not also included. Upon 
investigation, we learned that most universities 
already have 4-H Club scholarships. Some wrote 
that they were especially pleased about the 
F.F.A. qualification because of this fact. Another 
reason is that F.F.A. membership is limited to 
high school boys, whereas 4-H Clubs take mem¬ 
bers from ages 10 to 21. In addition, with the 
funds available, we had to set up some sort of 
limitation or risk spreading our program over 
too wide an area. 

Here is how we award scholarships. It is first 
necessary to have the scholarship accepted by 
the selected university. We have started with 
large state universities in the ten most important 
racing states, without giving any special con¬ 
sideration to the states in which our member 
groups are located. These same universities are 
on our list for 1951. At the November, 1950, 
directors’ meeting, some directors asked whether 


their groups could pay for and sponsor th^ 
scholarships to be awarded in their states, 
was agreed that this could be done, to release 
NATB funds for scholarships in racing states 
not already covered. 

In time we hope to have an annual scholar' 
ship, worth $400 over a four-year college course, 
in every major racing state. In addition, it is our 
plan to award similar scholarships biennially 
the other racing states. Eventually we hope ro 
establish an annual graduate study scholarship 
for our best senior student, graduate study to be 
either in the field of veterinary medicine or 
animal husbandry. 

Hotv Scholarships are Awarded 


The NATB specifies that these awards 
known as the National Association of Thorough' 
bred Breeders’ Scholarships, that they go to ^ 
participant in the Future Farmers of Amerie^ 
Program and that the student demonstrate th^i^ 
he needs help in order to go to college. Th^ 
rest is left up to the university. Each university 
lists the scholarship in its catalog. They are 
publicized in university bulletins. To further it’' 
sure general competition, the state F.F.A. of' 
ganization is contacted by the National’s 
as well as by the university. In several cas^> 
universities have also advised all of their stat^ 
high school vocational agriculture teachers. 
is thought that scholarship competition will 
stepped up from year to year as the progt^^ 
gets widespread publicity. Naturally we waP^ 
these scholarships to get into the hands of 
very best type of deserving students. 

If you will read the report on 1950 schola^' 
ship winners, which appeared in the latest iss^^ 
of the NATB News, then review the data 
the others which appeared in the Septenab^^ 
issue, you will probably agree that our schob’^j 
ships were won by an excellent group ^ 
students.

The dash was the third on the Sept. 6 th card 
and Ed Myer was the reinsman that got Leo 
Hanover to the hub rail at the first turn ahead 
of a field of eight to win going away io 
2:05 3/5. This new record is 2/5 of a sec¬ 
ond faster than the 2:06 track time set by Emma 
Signal in 1940. 

By virtue of Leo Hanover’s record trot the 
Wicomico County Metropolis of Salisbury, Md., 
has achieved enviable distinction in trotting cir¬ 
cles for therein reside the proud co-owners of 
Leo Hanover, Messrs. William Collins, a furni¬ 
ture dealer, and the brothers G. Kelly and H- 
Kelly, pharmacists and drugstore proprietors. 
Local citizens had long been aware that when 
Mr. Collins visited the Kellys in the back room 
of the drugstore more trotting dashes were 
there raced and won than were prescriptions 
filled. Chances are good that Salisbury, instead 
of being pointed out as the largest town on 
the Eastern Shore, will become known, in the 
light harness circle at least, as the home of Leo 
Hanover!
